A net profit of 36.3 per cent was 


made by seven large representative 
milk 
companies 
in 
Milwaukee, 


Madison, Racine, Eau Claire 
and 


Kenosha during the past year, re- 
port of Nelson C. Hall, accountant 
for the department 
of 
markets, 


shows. 
Investigation of the com- 


panies brought out that they sold 
milk aggregating $11,722,411 with 
a net profit, before deducting income 
taxes of $513,152, and after 
of 


5250,084. 


The average retail price charged 


to the consumer during the year 
was- 12.47 cents a- quart. 
If this 


price had' been one-half cent less 
the returns to the companies would 
have been reduced to a point where 
5 of them would have made profit 
ranging from 32 to 8 per cent, while 
two would -have lost from 6 to 27 
per cent. 


A reduction of one cent a quart 


would have driven every dealer but 
two into loss,i>the report shows. Ee- 
turns under a one cent seduction 
would have given these two com- 
panies 1S.S and 8 per cent profit, 
while causing losses ranging from 
6.S per cent to SO per cent. 


Net profit shown on each quart 


of. milk was 55 hundredths of a .cent; 
which was reduced by income tax to 
3S hundredths of a cent.

Fordney Hears From Home 


Framor of Tax Scheme in Ugly Mood as,Ker>. Frear and 


Others Hurl Charges.

HAIRMAN FORDNEY of the House Committee on Ways 
and Means was in an ugly mood, at Thursday's taxation 


hearings. 


Forced to permit a few days of hearings on the taxation 


Mil, after he and Nick Longworth and the administration star- 
rhamber clement had agreed that the public might be damned, 
he was confronted by a delegation from the Committee of Manu- 
facturers and Merchants on Federal Taxation, and the Farmers' 
Federal Taxation League, who proposed to show that the Ford- 
ney-Longworth-Mellon-Harding scheme was designed to reduce 
the taxes of a few thousand millionaires at the expense of the 
great body of producers. 


As a preliminary, he indulged in a quarrel with Rep. Frear 


Df Wisconsin, who charged him with bad faith in first announc- 
ing that the sales tax had been abandoned, and then, when wit- 
nesses against that plan had gone home, bringing it up again. 
Fordney was worsted in the repartee, and his temper rose. 


John S. Codman of Boston presented the argument of the 


Committee of Manufacturers and Merchants, but was inter- 
rupted frequently by the chairman. Codman was self-contained 
and courteous; Fordney was petulant and discourteous. 


"It has been reported," said Codman in the brief presented 


to Fordney's committee, "that your revenue bill will provide for 
a reduction of the surtaxes so as to make the highest tax levy 
on incomes around 30 percent. From reports recently issued by 
the Treasury Department we note that in 1919 a total of 13,320 
persans paid taxes on incomes ranging from $50,000 to;$100,- 
000; that 189 persons paid on incomes ranging from $500,000 to 
$1,000,000, and 65 persons paid on incomes of $1,000,000 or 
more. The Treasury figures show that for 1919 the number of 
persons paid taxes on incomes ranging from $50,000 to $100,- 
maximum rate to 30 percent was 11,761. The proposition to 
reduce the surtax amounts to this: That you propose special 
legislation for a numerically insignificant class of citizens, many 
of-them the direct beneficiaries of the war. They have been 
paying probably over a billion dollars. You are going to cut 
this in half, and raise the- $400,000,000 to $600,000,000 from 
other sources." 


A. W. Ricker of Chicago, speaking for the farmers, was in- 


terrupted by Fordney just as Codman had been interrupted. 
When the turn came for W. W. Liggett, of Codman's committee, 
to speak, Fordney ruled him out. Liggett insisted that he was 
MI the day's calendar, and Fordney's associates upheld him. The 
jhainnan, after heatedly informing the Ways and Means gentle- 
men that "I'm running this show," permitted Liggett to start 
his discussion of taxation. 
But as he renewed his attacks, Lig- 


gett turned upon him and said, .with cold intensity: 


"It seems very strange that every witness who comes be- 


fore this committee to urge the repeal of excess profits tax and 
the reduction of the higher surtaxes on individual'incomes is 
treated with every consideration and marked courtesy, and 
jiven all the time they want, while witnesses who oppose the re- 
peal of the excess profits tax and the reduction of the higher 
Income surtaxes are denied time to make a statement, are brow- 
beaten and insulted by the chairman of this committee." 


Fordney. excitedly beat the table with both fists, shouting 


Vhat the charge was false. 


Liggett went on to charge that "inspired newspaper arti- 


cles" had informed the country, in a way indicating a desire to 
serve the administration, thut Fordney's committee would re- 
port a bill repealing excess profits taxes, reducing the surtaxes 
on individual incomes, and retaining all the obnoxious "nuis- 
»nce" taxes' and "as a crowning perfidy, proposing to raise the 
first class postage rate from two to three cents." 


Again Fordney shouted that there was no basis for the 


charge. 


"You seem determined to shift the burden of taxation from 


Ihe wealthy to the consumer," said Liggett, raising his. vvce 
above the cries of Fordney while Democratic members of the 
toinmittee grinned with delight. "Your proposed bill is vicious 
and indefensible. It is in conflict with all the basic principles 
»f economics. It is stifling production and doing the country 
incalculable harm." 


He filed an affidavit from a witness to the statement made 


by Fordney to himself some days earlier, that the committee 
had decided that no taxation hearings would be had. Fordney 
denied that he had ever made any declaration of the kind.

'[To the Editor]—It is quite inter- 


esting to read the reports of the fair 
price committee relative to the cost 
of ice cream cones, pop, etc., in re- 
tail stores. 
The statements made 


in your paper.by the members of 
this committee are absolutely false. 
It proves, that the investigation is 
not conducted by practical men or 
by men. that have any regard for 
fairness whatever. 'I have dished 
out ice cream, cones, bulk ice cream, 
sundaes, 'and pop for the last_twen- 
ty-five years at prices relative to 
the costs and today I am a poor man. 
I am charging 5c for ice cream cones 
with Ic war tax, and pay $1.15 a 
gallon'cash for the ice cream. Six 
years ago I paid 85c a gallon for ice 
cream and charged the same for 
cones. Why did we not have an in- 
vestigation at that time? This idea 
of a fair price investigating com- 
mittee is absurd. No two places 
charge the same for ice cream or 
other articles, for the reason that 
the operating expenses -pre not the 
same. And any'man with any busi- 
ness ability must 
make a profit 


which can be determined in no other 
way than by taking his ^overhead 
expenses, etc., into 
consideration. 


Any dealer in ice cream will tell yon 
that you can't get 60 cones of ice 
cream from a gallon and also that 
the cone itself costs more than.one- 
half cent. In view of this fact is 
the committee fair ? The committee 
no doubt gathered data from a few 
prejudiced, people without "investi- 
gating themselves. -I know the dif- 
ferent members of the committee 
quite well and it -will no doubt be of 
very much interest to the public 
when they are informed of how. they 
amassed their thousands. 


As an example, would, it be fair 


if I as a committee made the report 
that the manufacturer of a well- 
known medical preparation, put up 
here in Madison, manufactured this 
article at c.n actual cost of '6c and 
retailed, it for. 35c? •'•• This 
surely 


would not be fair, although I believe 
that the statement ^rpon, investiga- 
tion would probably come .very near 
the truth. An, investigation, of this 
kind will be" conducted by.* real fair 
price committee and its-results: pub- 
lished ; in..the .paper,, and ;it.will .hit 
every member of the .present .com- 
mittee. In all fairness to; the/.pooij 
retailer 1. would sugjest; th*t. the 


committee be honest and fair in its 
investigation and before it publishes 
its report'get downto'the real-facts. 
Take all places ' into consideration 
and not only a few. Anything you 
may publish detrimental to the re- 
tailer individually reflects on _all of 
us. If you are going-to be fair you 
have a real job before you. I will 
wait for you when you investigate 
my business with interesting ques- 
tions.
